Effect July 1 
The new 2 Vi per cent sales tax, 
a reduction of one-half cent, goes 
into effect on July 1. The change 
was enacted by the last session 
of the state legislature. 
Articles dosting an even dollar 
will still carry the 3 cent tax 
under the schedule but an article 
costing 99 cents will only be 
taxed 2 cents. 
SCHEDULE REVISED 
A revision of the tax schedule, 
agreed upon by retailers of the 
state, exempts from taxation 
articles costing from one cent to 
14 cents. A tax of one cent is 
charged for articles between 15 
and 59 cents, two cents on arti­ 
cles between 60 and 99 cents and 
one additional cent tax for each 
40 cents additional. 
Copies of the revised tax are 
expected to be sent all retailers 
before next Thursday.

P alm Springs was alloted $2,­ 
059.11 as its share of m otor v e ­ 
hicle license fees collected by the 
state this year. The apportion­ 
m ent was based on a population 
figure of 3,434, as shown by the 
1940 federal census. 


The county received $46,078.45, 
based on a population of 105,524 
and the incorporated cities $38,­ 
460.45, based on a total popula­ 
tion of 64,141. 


NO INCREASE 


The apportionm ents were an ­ 
nounced by G rover H. G arland, 
director of th e departm ent of m o­ 
tor vehicles. 
The m otor vehicle 
fees are 
based on cu rren t m arket values 
of the vehicles and w ere form er­ 
ly collected by the cities and 
counties 
as 
personal 
property 
taxes. Despite sharp increases in 
m arket values due to scarcity of 
all types of m otor vehicles, there 
w ill be no increase in these fees 
next year because of a m easure 
freezing them at th eir present 
level. 


TO SAVE MILLIONS 


Based on present values, said 
G arland, this m easure, recently 
signed by Gov. Earl W arren, w ill 
save motor vehicle ow ners a p ­ 
proxim ately $9,000,000. 
The apportionm ent represents 
collections for the period July 1, 
1942 to March 31, this year, to tal­ 
ing 
$11,518,860 
for th e entire 
state. 
A pportionm ent to cities is based 
on a per capita figure of .599 
and to counties on a basis of .436 
per capita.

special permit and equipped 
with blackout lights. 
Possession of a permit does not 
constitute authority to drive dur­ 
ing an air raid alarm. This de­ 
pends on the nature of the permit 
and the emergency. 
EXPLAINS CONTROL 
Fire Chief Leonesio is in charge 
of the control room at the fire 
station and explained its opera­ 
tion. There are six outgoing and 
six incoming telephones in the 
control room. Four of the out­ 
going instruments will be in the 
hands of men designated by the 
four utility concerns—light, gas, 
water and telephone. The other 
two and the six incoming tele­ 
phones will be operated by train­ 
ed men from the fire chief’s vol­ 
unteer group, recently enlarged 
by order of the city council. 
IGNORE RADIO 
Mayor Shannon urged Villagers 
not to heed radio announcements; 
they might not apply to local con­ 
ditions. Radio stations in the Los 
Angeles area many times have 
gone off the air briefly during an 
alert which extended only to the 
boundaries of Los Angeles county. 
In Palm Springs, people should 
be guided only by the local siren 
signals. 
Military establishments here 
have their own orders—which are 
entirely separate from the city 
rules. 
LIGHTS OUT 
In Palm Springs all lights 
should go out when the air raid 
sirens are sounded and should 
stay out until the all clear is 
sounded. During the last blackout 
an army plane was in the air over 
the base at the time of the alert 
and was ordered to land here. 
When the- field lights were turn­ 
ed on, people in the vicinity who 
saw them, thought the blackout 
was at an end and turned on their 
lights. 
To prevent a recurrence of this, 
Villagers were urged to observe 
the city signals only, military or­ 
ders may be different. 
RULES ARE GIVEN 
City ordinance No. 112 which 
relates to air raid precautions, is 
definite in its prohibitions. A pen­ 
alty up to $300 fine or three 
months in jail or both is pro­ 
vided for violations. 
A fluctuating signal on the 
three air raid sirens means all 
lights must go out and no lights 
shall be visible from any build­ 
ing. The all clear signal is a 
two-minute one of steady pitch. 
Orders of raid wardens or aux- 
iiary police or firemen must be 
obeyed. 
PULL OVER TO SIDE 
Drivers of automobiles must 
pull over to one side of the road 
and remain parked with all lights 
out. 
Citizens and merchants were 
urged not to leave their houses 
lighted at night when they go 
out. 
In the last blackout several 
houses were left briliantly illum­ 
inated and tightly locked. There 
w’as no way to turn off the lights 
without breaking in. 
FULLY STAFFED 
At Wednesday’s meeting, the 
council checked its list of air raid 
wardens, auxiliary police and 
firemen and took steps to see that 
every post was filled. 
As result of its action, Palm 
Springs is adequately prepared 
in the event of a blackout during 
the summer months despite the 
fact that many who served during 
the winter are now out of the 
Village.

Greyhound Applies For Franchise 


To Operate Nation-Wide Helicopter 


Passenger Service After the War 


Air Bus Service, a nation-wide helicopter passenger transporta­ 
tion system, became a postwar possibility June 15 when an applica­ 
tion for this type of airline was filed with the Civil Aeronautics 
Board by the Greyhound Corporation, largest operators of highway 
buses. 
The application states that the. 
Greyhound Lines propose to op­ 
erate helicopters or similar air­ 
craft of large carrying capacity to 
provide passenger, mail and ex­ 
press service over their present 
bus routes which cover some 60,­ 
000 miles of highway. Plans will 
be developed to coordinate and 
integrate this new air service with 
bus lines and. in addition, to act 
as a “feeder” to companies en­ 
gaged in the present type of air­ 
line sen-ice. 
The most novel feature of the 
project and one for which helicop­ 
ters are ideally fitted is the plan 
to adapt present bus terminals, 
bus garages and other facilities 
close to central sections of cities 
and towns as landing ports and 
maintenance hangars. 
The Helicopter, a revolution­ 
ary development in air safety and 
ease oí control, is now undergoing 
exhaustive tests in specialized 
military and naval service. Its 
adaptability to commercial uses 
will necessarily be a matter of de­ 
velopment by the operators in 
collaboration with the aircraft 
manufacturers, a parallel pro­ 
cedure to the manner in which 
the modem highway bus reached 
its present stage of perfection. 
In setting forth qualifications to 
develop the Air Bus Service, the 
Greyhound Lines pointed out in 
tho application that they are en­ 
gaged in highway motor coach 
operation from coast to coast and 
that they carry more than 120,­ 
000,000 passengers a year. They 
have terminal facilities and main­ 
tenance equipment that could 
be readily adapted to use by the 
type of aircraft being considered 
and, in addition, a national or- 
Í'anization of personnel thorough- 
y experienced in transportation 
problems. Their agencies for the 
promotion of travel, for the sale 
of tickets and for the service of 
passengers number approximately 
5,000.

given upon completion of the 
course. Those selected for Motor 
Transport School learn all about 
driving, repairing and m aintain­ 
ing army vehicles, from a jeep to 
a 
1M> ton truck. Army music 
school trains WAAC band m em ­ 
bers to become band leaders. 
WHAT IS NEEDED 
WAAC qualifications are that 
a woman betw een 21 and 45 years 
of age, an American citizen, of 
excellent character, have at least 
two years of high school or the 
equivalent in business scool edu­ 
cation. She m ay be m arried to 
anyone on the A rm ed Forces, or 
a civilian, but m ust have no de­ 
pendents and no children under 
14. If she enrolls from Palm 
Springs, she w ill be sent to the 
Los Angeles R ecruiting and In­ 
duction Station for enlistm ent, all 
expenses paid, to take her physi­ 
cal and m ental alertness tests. If 
enrolled, she will be called to ac­ 
tive duty 
w ithin four to six 
weeks and will be sent to one of 
the four WAAC training centers.

Pay As You Go Tax 
Plan Effeclive in 
Nation Next Week 


Next Thursday the new w ith­ 
holding tax or “pay-as-you-go” 
income tax, goes into effect. 
Stripped of its myriad of words,' 
the act m eans that Villagers will 
turn over to Uncle Sam approxi­ 
m ately 20 per cent of their wages 
in excess of allowed exem ptions 
every pay day. 


Exem ptions are based on the 
domestic status of the taxpayer. 
If he is single, he will pay on ev­ 
erything in excess of $12 weekly. 
If m arried, on all over $24 w eek­ 
ly. An allowance of $6 is made 
for each child or dependent. If 
husband and wife are both w ork­ 
ing and 
split their exemption, 
then each pay on all in excess of 


$ 12. 
Persons who are paid every two 
weeks deduct $24, twice a month, 
$26 and m onthly. $52. 


A table of taxes has been set up 
by the treasury departm ent in $10 
brackets so some wage earners 
will pay more than 20 per cent, 
others less. For instance, a single 
wage earner m aking at least $50 
weekly but less than $60 and sub­ 
ject to a $12 exemption, pays 
$8.60 under the schedule. The 
earner who gets $50 pays as much 
as the earner who makes $59. 
Employers are required to re ­ 
mit the w ages withheld quarterly 
to a depository of the treasury 
departm ent. 
Forms for the paym ent sched­ 
ule and 
exem ption 
certificates 
have been received by most firms 
in the Village. The new tax is for 
wages paid on or after July 1.
